David C. Cook 
used to publish a paper called, "Little 
Learner's Paper, at a cents per quarter, 
but it was an undenominational paper, 
taught no doctrinc, interpreted scripture 
with a view of getting subscribers, and 
therefore entirely ignored all "doctrinal 
points," which might give offense. All 
denominational Uterature is higher in price 
than undenominational Uterature, and if 
we are evei to havealiterature of our own 
we must expect to pay a little morè for it 
than would otherwise be necessary. The 
Brethren church can congratulate itself, 
that, thotigh its Sunday-schooi Uterature 
is but three years old, the two papers, 
Cheering Words and Our Litlle Foiks, now 
cost /ess than any other similar papers 
published by any church in the United 
States. Those who know something about 
what Sunday-school Uterature is or ought 
to be, have expressed their surprise at the 
chcapncss of our litcrature, We use first 
class paper— no thing ei se — clean, new 
type, and only the most wholesome read- 
ing matter. VVe are plcased to note that 
nearly all our schools appreciate our ef- 
forts and give us liberal support. Every 
school in the brotherhood should use the 
litcrature prepared by and for the Brcth- 
ren church.
